Drawings 

1 . New formal drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in this 
application because the submitted drawings (Figs. 1-3) filed 12/18/01 were sketches. 
Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. 
The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 16 objected to because of the following informalities: insert "to" before 
"said core" in line 4. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1,14, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Jacobson et al. (U. S. PAT. 6,571,382). 

In claim 1 , Jacobson et al. teaches all claimed features in Figs, 2 and 5-7, a 
method for clearing the memory of a Field Programmable Gate Array Integrated Chip, 
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comprised of a plurality of cores (logic cores), said method comprising: clearing memory 
of said plurality of cores (erase device programming memory); sequentially verifying 
completion of said clearing memory act for each core of said plurality of cores 
(inherent); providing a programming ready signal (program trigger bit) to all cores of 
said plurality of cores when a last core of said plurality of cores has completed said 
clearing memory act. 

Claim 14 corresponds to detailed circuitry already discussed similarly with regard 
to claim 1 . 

Claim 16 corresponds to detailed circuitry already discussed similarly with regard 
to claim 1 . 

5. Claims 13 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Dellinger et al. (U. S. PAT. 6,205,574). 

In claim 1 3, Dellinger et al. teaches all claimed features in Figs. 4-7, a 
programming bitstream for an FPGA IC comprised of a plurality of cores (logic cores; 
col. 4, line 1 ), said bitstream comprised of a plurality of segments (programming bits, 
unused bits), wherein each segment corresponds to and programs each core of said 
plurality of cores (inherent). 

Claim 25 corresponds to detailed circuitry already discussed similarly with regard 
to claim 13. 

6. Claims 2, 15, and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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7. Claims 3-12, and 18-24 appear to comprise allowable subject matters.
